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DETAILED ACTION 



Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or 
groups of inventions which are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in 
reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which the 
claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim (s) 1 to 4, drawn to camphanylidene or phenyl 
alkyl inositol polyphosphate compounds. 

Group II, claim (s) 5 to 10, drawn to a method for inhibiting 
sodium ion absorption by epithelial cells. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a 
single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, 
under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the technical 
feature common to Groups I and II is camphanylidene or phenyl 
alkyl inositol polyphosphate compounds. This is not a special 
technical feature because the compounds are known in the prior 
art. Note Scheme 2 where R is 3-phenylpropyl of Sawada et al . 
(Bioorg. & Med. Chem. Lett., 5(19), 2263-2266), cited by 
applicant, Compound ID Nos. 4984, 4996 and 4997 of Table 1 on 
page 32 of WO 03/024189 and Registry No. 291527-86-1 of Falck et 
al., Chemical Abstracts, 133:222919, 2000, cited, for example. 



In addition, it would be an undue burden on the examiner if 
all of the claims were searched in a single application as 
separate search considerations apply. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to 
be complete must include (i) an election of a species or 
invention to be examined even though the requirement may be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or 
without traverse. To preserve a right to petition, the election 
must be made with traverse.
